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There Really 
Is No Escape 


Dr. Polykarp Kusch, one of 
America’s distinguished winners 
of the Nobel Prize in physics, 
. gently removed 
one of our most 
comforting psy- 
chological crutch- 
es; In a re 

_ cent talk with 
n e w spapermen 
at Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

The crutch is 
the belief that, 
somehow or oth- 
er, science will 


see us through. 
Not so, says Dr. Kusch. 


Man must see himself through. 

“The crucial issues of this 
time,”” he said, “are not 
strongly related to the dis- 
covery of new scientific knowl- 
edge and the elaboration of new 
techniques; rather they relate 
most importantly to having man 
become attuned to a world that 
is heavily conditioned by science 
and technology.” 


Some centuries ago the birth of 
Science marked the beginning of 
the end of superstition. Specific 
knowledge showed the world does 
behave in an orderly and, pos- 
sibly, a predictable way. Tech- 
nology lifted toil off man’s back 
and for the first time allowed the 
mass of men to live lives of 
dignity and meaning. 


“But,”’ said Dr. Kusch, ‘‘man’s 
problems arise, at least in part, 
from.a lack of understanding of 
both science and technology.” 


Clear Duty 


Quietly, gently, and with great 
courtesy, Dr. Kusch let us know 
he thinks newspapers and other 
units of information have a clear 
duty to create in the body politic 
a perceptive understanding of 
‘“‘what science does, can do, can- 
not do, and cannot hope to do.”’ 


A public, bombarded by the 
ever-new triumphs of science, 
fails, Dr. Kusch thinks, to under- 
stand its limitations. Not all the 
power of science, for example, 
can in the long run feed an ever- 
expanding population ‘and the 
assumption that it will do so is 
dangerous.” 


The mass of men believe the 
better world of tomorrow will 
come through science. Not so, 
say the scientists. Man will have 
better tools, more comforts, more 
knowledge, a great many more 
modern ‘“‘artifacts.”’ 


But when all is said and done, 
and ‘when science has done its 
best, man will be left—as he al- 
ways has been—to create his own 
value-judgments, to make deci- 
sions and to rationalize himself 
with a world “attuned to science 
and technology.” 


So the message is, as before, 
“There is no escape from re- 
sponsibility." Man, whether we 
think of him as being “a little 
lower than the angels,”” or as “‘a 
little two-legged joker,” has the 
tough job of living with himself, 
of making decisions and of de- 
termining what it is in life he 
will value and honor. 


Summing Up 
Dr. Kusch sums it up well. 


“Science, in itself, is not the 
source of the ethical standards, 
the moral insight, the wisdom 
that is needed to make value- 
judgments; though it is an im- 
portant ingredient in the making 
of value-judgments. Social, po- 
litical and military decisions are 
made on grounds other than those 
in which science is authoritative. 

“‘As an example,’’ he continues 
“the question of the testing of 
atomic weapons obviously poses 
grave scientific and _ technical 
questions; still, the ultimate de- 
cision must be made on other 
grounds—the judgment must be 
made of the relative value of the 
human lives that will almost cer- 
tainly be destroyed or distorted 
through the effects of fallout and 
of the security that we may, or 
may not achieve by a national 
policy that requires the testing 
of bombs. An appalling number 
of citizens believe that it is up 
to the scientist to make the judg- 
ment, as though he had an espe- 
cially valid set of values. This 
leads to an abdication of the right 
and the responsibility of every 
man to participate in forming the 
fabric of his society. I think a 
more cautious use of the phrase 
‘Science says . . ., a more tem- 
perate view of the authority of 
science is necessary.” 


How much better, then, if man 
knows something of his world, 
How very much more effective 
he would be if he would improve 
his one ultimate weapon—educa- 
tion!

Adiai E. Stevenson, the U.S. | 
representative here, and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gro- 
myko tried again Wednesday to 
formulate a joint resolution or 
statement that would head off 
a lengthy public debate. 


Stevenson said after the hour- 
and-45-minute session that the 
area of agreement was ‘‘con- 
siderable but by no means com- 
plete.” There apparently was no 
progress on the crucial issue of 
participation. The two sides have 
been deadlocked in a series of 
meetings over how many neutral 
negotiators or observers, if any— 
and which ones—would join Com- 
munist and Western delegations 
in the talks. 


The work of a 10-nation disarm- 
ament committee, equally di- 
vided between East and West, 
was disrupted last June 27 when 
the Communist side accused the 
United States of bad faith and 
walked out. 


Stevenson indicated that the 
two sides were trying to recon- 
cile two rival disarmament reso- 
lutions before bringing the dis- 
armament issue into the General 
Assembly. 


Even while recommending the 
cut-off date, the committee added 
another item that is certain to 
provoke lengthy discussion. Over 
the vehement protest of Por- 
tugal but without a dissenting 
vote, the committee accepted the 
petition of 39 Asian and African 
nations that the assembly look 
into “the situation in Angola.’ 


The private disarmament talks 
are stalled because the Soviet 
Union refuses to conduct nego- 
tiations in a two-sided forum. 
Gromyko has proposed that five 
neutral nations be added to the 
10-nation committee. Stevenson, 
it is thought, has instructions to 
hold out for no more than two 
neutrals, possibly as observers. 


The Soviet Union is still in- 
sisting, also, on a renewed dec- 
laration of principles by the as- 
sembly, endorsing Premier Ni- 
kita Khrushchev’s call for “‘com- 
plete and general disarmament.”

For the first year of the pro 
gram beginning July 1 the Presi- 
dent proposed to keep the total 
aid figure at the same $4 billion 
level asked by his predecessor 
but with $200 million of that esti- 
mate shifted from military to 
economic assistance.

AUTHORITY TO GRANT 

2. The new foreign aid agency 
would have authority in each of 
the following four years to make 
$1,600,000,000 of Treasury-financed 
development loans up to 50 years 
in duration. Unexperided balances 
of such borrowing authority would 
remain available for loans. Also 
available would be repayments to 
the Treasury by foreign govern- 
ments of loans made under the 
Marshall Plan, and special loans 
to Britain, Germany and Japan. 


3. Each of the developing coun- 
tries would be encouraged to 
present an integrated five-year 
plan of resource development to 
which longer term commitments 
could be made by this govern- 
ment than has been possible un- 
der the present system of annual 
appropriations.

4. Grants under existing or

Gibson, which was parked outside 


the building, and pushed it into 
the harbor. The demonstrators 


halted all passing vehicles along 


the broad palm-lined Avenida 
Marginal, where the consulate is 
situated. 


It was the first open anti-Ameri- 
canism to erupt here since the 
United States criticized Portugal’s 
colonial administration in the U.N. 
Security Council March 15 and 
voted in favor of conducting an in- 
quiry here. 


African riots broke in northern 
Angola the same day. Approxi- 
mately 200 Purtuguese were mas- 
sacred, including white planters, 
their wives and children. 


More than 3,500 refugees have 
arrived in Luanda, the Angolan 
capital, since last Wednesday, and 
their tales have fanned public 
fears of militant anti-white na- 
tionalism backed by both the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union. 


Word was received here Wednes- 
day that the Congolese govern- 
ment of President Joseph Kasa- 
vubu had ordered two companies 
of Congolese infantry from the 
port of Matadi to patrol the Congo 
side of the long frontier with An- 
gola. ° 


Portuguese officials said that 
while no such move had been re- 
quested of Leopoldville, it was a 
sign that Kasavubu wanted to pre- 
vent arms and agitators from 
flowing across the border. There 
have been charges voiced here 
that leftist and nationalist ele- 
ments in the former Belgian Con- 
go were responsible for the out- 
breaks in Angola. 

The officials speculated that 
Kasavubu was eager to exert an 
influence for moderation and ne-

UN. Ships Dock, Defy Congo 


LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo 
(UPI)—Several ships carrying 
U.N. supplies were reported 
Wednesday to have arrived at 
Matadi, the lower Congo River 
port seized by Congolese troops 
nearly two weeks ago in a fight 
with U.N. forces. 


There was no official confirma- 
tion of the reports since the Con- 
golese government still has not 
permitted U.N. officials to return 
there. But if true it meant a new 
crisis might be shaping up be- 
tween the Congo government and 
the U.N. command. 


Both President Joseph Kasavubu 
and Army Commander Maj. Gen. 
Joseph Mobutu have warned that 
the United Nations will have to 
shoot its way in if it tries to reoc- 
cupy Matadi or the nearby supply 
port of Banana.

GENEVA — The West started 
Wednesday on what will probably 
be a week-long explanation to the 
Soviet Union of its new proposals 
for a treaty banning nuclear tests. 


Arthur H. Dean, President Ken- 
nedy’s negotiator at the test-ban 
conference, took 30 minutes to give 
the details of two of the conces- 
sions offered the Soviet Union at 
the resumption of the conference 
Tuesday. 


NO REACTION 


The explanation got no reaction 
from Semyon K. Tsarapkin, the 
Soviet delegate. He was silent in 
the conference room, sitting chin 
in hand and seemingly unim- 
pressed. But he talked willingly 
afterwards to reporters, who ques- 
tioned him about the two explo- 
sive statements with which he 
rocked yesterday's session. 


The Soviet Union, he said, ex- 
pected the United States and Bri- 
tain to do something § about 
France's continued testing of nu- 
clear weapons. 


But what they should do, he 
added, was the West’s problem. 
Tsarapkin warned Tuesday that 
these tests could jeopardize the 
three-power negotiations here. 
SHOWS ANNOYANCE 

Significantly, perhaps, he re- 
fused to say whether the Soviets 
considered their new demand for 
a three-man directorate of the 
test-control organization a fixed 
candition for signing a treaty. 


He showed a rare flash of an- 
noyance when one of the reporters 
asked if he could say that the So- 
viets would not sign a treaty un- 
less the three-man directorate was 


accepted by the West.

When the people stood still for a $100- 
million bond issue to rebuild Georgia’s 
roads they did so in confidence that the 
Vandiver administration would try to 
keep the money out of the political pork 
barrel and put it where the traffic is.

Kennedy’s Aid Package 
Is Geared to Reality 


President Kennedy’s “fresh approach” 
proposals for foreign aid are designed to 
achieve a maximum of results with a 
minimum of funds. They answer the loud 
and persistent criticisms by Georgia’s Sen. 
Talmadge and others in Congress to 
foreign aid administration in general. 

The President requests the same 
amount of funds as proposed as “mini- 
mum” by former President Eisenhower. 
But at the same time he outlines a com- 
pletely new concept of using it to make 
it more effective from our own and re- 
cipient countries’ standpoints. 

Under the plan, all aid programs 
would be centralized under one agency, 
with emphasis on helping countries which 
help themselves. Underdeveloped coun- 
tries would be assisted according to their 
needs and resource potentials. 

Calling for an increased effort by other 
industrialized nations, the President asks 
for long-term planning and financing. The 
latter has been resisted by Congress in 
the past, accounting in large measure for 
failure to achieve maximum effective- 
ness. 

The President’s proposals recognize 
anew that aid in promoting stability in 
underdeveloped countries now menaced 
by communism is in our own interests. 
They give the program a new direction 
and purpose. We trust that Congress, in- 
cluding Sen. Talmadge, will give them 
speedy approval.

Adlai’s Talking Sense 
To the U.N. Assembly 


In his wild denunciation of Dag 
Hammarskjold Tuesday, Andrei Gromyko 
suggested that the secretary general be 
given a farewell dinner by his friends. 
The dinner, he said, should be paid for 
by voluntary contributions—‘“not at the 
expense of the U.N. budget.” 

This touching and unsuspected con- 
cern for the U.N. budget by the Rus- 
sians (who haven’t paid their bill for 
the expensive Congo operation) set the 
stage for this response from Adlai Steven- 
son: 

“T wish the Soviet Union would con- 
tribute something to (the Congo effort) 
besides obstruction and criticism.” 

The remark tells something about 
Stevenson. He has replaced the easy 
quip, a former favorite weapon of his, 
with the sober barb. His clarity, his 
logic, his understanding, his unfailing 
choice of the right word—all seem 
sharper in his new role. This is despite 
the fact that where he once was a leader 
he is now a subordinate and must speak 
and write in something of a straitjacket. 

Comparison of his and Gromyko’s 
speeches is heartening. The Russian used 
words like “stooge,” “murderer” and 
“double-faced.”” Stevenson talked sense.

A Dusty Catfish 


The magazine Time irritated Carl Sandburg 

by calling him “ostentatiously benign.”’ To the 
4 poet this seemed a torture of the language. For 

him, English is a crayon with which one draws plain pictures. 


Visiting Atlanta the other day, he described the scene at a recent 
open-air reenactment of Lincoln’s inauguration. Some 20,000 people 
were there. “I looked out at the crowd,” he said, ‘‘and it was per- 
pendicular in front, then flat on top. It was what they call a ‘sea 
of faces.’ It would have made a good color picture.” 


He would have made a good one, too. He wore a green shirt 
and a matching green bow tie under a rough gray coat. His shoes 
were heavy ones. He had nicked himself shaving in the hurry to 
catch the plane to Atlanta and thence “‘to L.A.” At 83, he was going 
out there to write a movie to be called “The Greatest Story Ever 
Told."" He would have preferred to call it “The Life of Jesus” but 
that didn’t pack enough box-office bang. In a paper bag he carried 
some sandwiches, a pint of goat’s milk and a bottle of Puerto Rican 
3-Dagger rum. 

Big-handed, deep-laughing, he made the world seem an easy 
place. With his thick white hair crudely cut, his pale eyes knowing 
but unwary, he was what they call vital. He was intrigued that Iowa, 
which produced and forgot the poet Piper, who wrote of farmers and 
well-diggers, was having a Baudelaire Festival. ‘‘A Baudelaire Festi- 
val in the Corn Belt and they can’t appreciate their own.” 


He had just gotten an unexpected check for more than $3,000 as 
royalty on his folk song ‘““‘This Morning, This Evening, So Soon.”” He 
was going to send a thousand of it to the widow of a man nobody 
ever heard of. ‘‘The reason,”’ he said, in his crooning bass, “was 
that he and I made up this song together, in Chicago, on Wabash Ave- 
nue, on a night when we were drinking beer.” 

He learned music in Chicago, he said. Especially did he learn the 
music of the English language from the Negro. He attributes much 
of his feel for the melody in words—and for the Negro race, to which 
he is devoted—to the talk he heard in Chicago. He recalled a morning 
in his youth when one Negro called a ribald greeting across South 
Street to another he was walking behind, and the man nearest him 
responded like the languid boom of an organ: 

*‘Who you ‘Judin’ to?” 

To Sandburg, that was American music.

His judgments remain swift and true. He thinks Lincoln is the 
only president ‘‘we can offer the world."’ He feels. Kennedy is restor- 
ing eloquence to America. He calculates his seven dollar book con- 
taining 817 poems means “I write for less than a penny a poem." He 
believes the preoccupation with sex hurts the quality of current 
writing. 

Somebody told Sandburg how people once hoped shad would in- 
habit the Oconee as far up as Athens so as to serve as brain food for 
the university, but found that even a catfish traveling that far up the 
river “left a trail of dust.” The poet rocked and chuckled and re- 
peated it many times, saying, “It’s a Southern proverb. They are 
the good ones."’ To this remarkable man, that dusty catfish made a 
picture of great American value.

WASHINGTON—President Kennedy is now 
up against a hard dilemma: Whether to inter- 
vene militarily in Laos, as President Truman did 
m Korea, or to risk the communization of at least part of that king- 
dom, as President Eisenhower did in Viet Nam.

Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
is going to Bangkok Thursday 
night to discuss the crisis with 
the other members of the South- 
east Asia Treaty Organization. 


Under this treaty, the United 
States, Britain, France, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, [akistan, 
the Philippines, and Thailand 
agreed that Communist aggres- 
sion by armed attack against the 
treaty area, which includes Laos, 
“would endanger their own peace 
and safety.” They also agreed 
to “act to meet the common 
danger” in the event of such 
Communist armed aggression. 

Before deciding on any mili- 
tary intervention of its own, the 
United States wants to know 
what the others are prepared to 
do to avoid the Communist con- 
quest of Laos. 


Two things have puzzled the 
high officials of this government 
who have been conferring con- 
Stantly with President Kennedy 
on the Laos situation in the last 


nist China—which has a com- 
mon frontier with Laos—has led 
the Communist intervention. The 
second is why Moscow has con- 
tinued to supply its friends in 
Laos after the repeated warn- 
ings of the United States to Pre- 
mier Khrushchev personally. 


There has been some specu- 
lation here that Moscow feared 
that a Peiping intervention in 
Laos might not be limited and 
might lead to a wider invasion 
that would involve India and 
perhaps lead to a major war. 
According to this theory, Moscow 
intervened to avoid amore dan- 
gferous invasion by the Chinese 
Communists. 

Everybody is being tested in 
this one. Khrushchev is testing 
Kennedy by provoking a crisis. 
Kennedy is testing both the Rus- 
sians and the allies by playing it 
cool and bold as usual. 


The only ones not being tested 
are the American people. The 
President is telling them very 
little. Their chips are on the 
table, but they are sleeping away, 
blissfully unaware of the risks 
and choices being discussed by 
the man who wrote “Why Eng- 
land Slept.”

Eclipse Nasser? 


CAIRO—The imminence of Algerian peace 
talks has produced certain changes of attitude 
— in this city which aspires to paramount leader- 
ship among the Arab capitals. These changes might be listed accord- 
ingly: Growing respect for De Gaulle; realization that President Bour- 
Buiba is a man to be reckoned with, and an initial feeling of satisfac- 
tion that the cause of North African nationalism again seems about 
to triumph. 
But, should parleys between the 
French and Algeria’s rebel chiefs 
end in accord, there does not yet 


seem to be full awareness of what 
the implications for Cairo may ul- 
timately be. If a confederation, 
however : loose, finally evolves 
among Tunisia, Morocco and an 
independent Algeria, we could 
see an important shift in Arab 
political relationships. 

Hitherto Cairo, sparked by 
President Nasser’s personal mag- 
netism, has sought to assert itself 
as unrivaled champion of Arabism 
between the Atlantic and the Per- 
(This pretension has 
by no means wholly been acknowl- 
edged. ) . 

If an Algerian settlement is 
arranged, there is likelihood that 
Nasser’s position in these west- 


De Gaulle recognizes this. Even 
before he regained authority he 
foresaw the need for shedding the 
last vestiges of French colonialism 
and for creating.a Gallic version 
of Britain’s Commonwealth, bound 
by common ties of language and 
economy, together reflected in the 
diplomatic mirror. 


It is, of course, wholly impos- 
sible at this date to foresee the 
outcome of the imminent peace 
negotiations. Nevertheless, it is 
hard to imagine total failure. The 
risks would be too great. It is as 
‘much in the rebels’ interest as 
De Gaulle’s that they journey to 
the end of the road to peace. 


And if and when this happens, 
pro-Western Bourguibism may de- 
velop as a counterpoise to Nas- 
serism among the Occidental 
Arabs. Then the new respect for 
Tunisia’s president and the ad-

Pickren, former Palm Beach 
County deputy sheriff, testified he 
took ‘“Holmes’’ to the bedroom of 
the Chillingworth cottage at Man- 
alapan Beach after the couple 
disappeared. 

Holmes, he said, sniffed out the 
Chillingworth trail immediately 
and led first to the beach then 
away from it to a highway near 
the cottage where the trail ended. 


Pickren said his bloodhound also 
sniffed at mysterious marks on 
an unused road leading to High- 
way A-1-A near the Chillingworth 
cottage south< df. Palm Beach. 


Pickren testified the marks 
might have been made by “a 
piece of rubber,’’ but was cut off 
from further explanation by pros- 
ecutor Phil O’Connell’s objections. 


The testimony came as defense 
attorney Carlton Welch opened his 
attack on the story of confessed 
killers Floyd (Lucky) Holzapfel 
and Negro moonshiner George 
(Bobby) Lincoln that they drowned 
the Chillingworths at sea in June 
of 1955. 


The defense took over as the

The administration regards the 
bill not only as a relief measure 
for the unemployed but also as 
a device for pumping nearly $1 
billion quickly into the economy. 
The theory is that unemployment 
benefits are dollars that go rap- 
idly into circulation to pay for 
goods and services which the un- 
employed have been previously 
unable to buy. 


For employers, the program 
will mean a 100. per cent increase 
in the federal share of the tax 
paid to support the program. At 
present employers pay into the 
federal program four-tenths of 
one per cent on all salaries up 
to a base of $3,000. 


PAYROLL TAX RISE 


The new bill temporarily raises 
the rate to eight-tenths of 1 per 
cent. The increase will be effec- 
tive for only two years and will 
then revert to four-tenths of 1 
per cent. 


The first increased tax pay- 
ments from employers will come 
due in January, 1963, on salaries 
paid in 1962. The Senate had 
originally. voted to make the new 
rate effective in January, 1962. 
but the later date had been 
adopted by the House and was 
retained in the Senate-House con- 
ference.

Get Interest on Idle Funds

Nine state agencies have reported interest earnings 
of $629,184.64 on time deposits of idle funds, the state 
treasurer's office reported Wednesday. 


The earnings were reported by 
the treasury, parks, defense, 
highway, health and welfare de- 
partments and the State Merit 
System, Forestry Commission 
and Public Service Commission. 


However, a majority of the 
funds are earnings of the Stale 
Highway Department—$501,431.09. 
This includes earnings of $497,775 
which Highway Secretary-Treas- 
urer Benton Odom turned over to 
Gov. Ernest Vandiver Friday. 


Not included in the earnings re- 
ported are earnings on money 
now on deposit which have not 
yet matured. The State Health 
Department, for example, now 
has $3,900,000 on time deposits. 
All but $150,000 of this is earning 
three per cent interest. 


SHORTER PERIOD 


E.. B. Davis, head of the finance 
and administration division of the 
health department, said the $150,- 
000 had to be deposited for a 
shorter period because it will be 
needed soon and will earn 2.5 
per cent interest. 


Davis said all the Health de- 
partment’s money is either on in- 
terest-earning time deposits or is 
in “‘working’’ accounts. None of 
it is held in non-interest earning 


“compensatory” accounts, he 
said. 
State Treasurer George B. 


Hamilton reported Tuesday he 
has $10,940,200 on time deposits 
in banks around the state, but 
has $12,600,000 in “‘compensatory”’ 
deposits in the same banks.

ACCRA, Ghana—The man sits quietly on the wood- 
en bench and stares lovingly down at the -frightened 
8-year-old boy he holds gently in his arms. 


In the courtyard surrounded by 
the high wire fence other men 
walk slowly and dazedly about, 
some muttering to themselves. 
others silent. 


All the people in this courtyard, 
which serves as the male admis- 
sions ward of the Accra Mental 
Hospital, are suffering from seri- 
ous mental illness. The man who 
is sO protectively and tenderly 
comforting the vacant-eyed young 
boy in his arms is afflicted with 
schizophrenia. The child himself 
is mentally retarded. 


In all there are 1,811 inmates of 
this hospital—~a structure which 
was originally built to house 600 
patients. Considering the terrific 
overcrowding, the hospital and its 
wards are amazingly clean — 
thanks to the unflagging devotion 
and energy of a greatly over- 
worked staff of nurses and doctors. 


This hospital is the only mental 
institution in Ghana. It is thus 
forced to serve the needs of a pop- 
ulation of almost six million. Plans 
are under way, however, to build 
seven 300-bed mental hospitals— 
one for each of the main adminis- 
trative regions of the country. 


ONLY 2 PSYCHIATRISTS 

An even more acute problem 
than overcrowding is the lack of 
trained psychiatrists. There are 
only two in the country. One is a 
Ghanaian, Dr. Edward F.: B. 
Forster, who is also superin- 
tendent of the hospital, and the 
other is an Irishman, Dr. Thomas 
Maguire, who is on temporary 
leave from his practice in Dublin 
to assist Dr. Forster. Two Ghan- 
aian doctors are presently under- 
going psychiatric training—one in 
Canada and the other in Scotland— 
but it will be some time yet be- 
fore they finish their instruction 
and return home. 


An acute shortage of psychia- 
trists is not a problem confined 
to Ghana, however. According to 
Dr. Forster, there are only four 
African psychiatrists in all of 
sub-Sahara Africa—himself, one 
man in the Sudan, and two in 
Nigeria. 

LATEST METHODS 


Dr. Forster and his staff use 
a combination of electric shock 
treatment, the latest drugs, and 
an excellent occupational therapy 
program in an attempt to return 
as many patients as possible to 
their homes and families. Many 
patients who are released must 
come back for further treatment, 
but at least there is a small 
and steady turnover of inmates. 


“There has been a_ gradual 
change in the attitude of of 


: Ghanaians towards mental 


ill- 
ness,"’ says Dector Forster, ‘‘now 
that people realize that treat- 
ment is being given the patients 
—in some cases very success- 
fully—and that they are not just 
being held in custodial care.”’ 


**However,’’ he continued, ‘‘peo- 
ple wait too long before bringing 
the mentally ill to us. Because 
most Ghanaians still believe that 
mental illness is caused by witch- 
chaft, or ‘‘juju,”’ they first take 
the sick to the witchdoctors and 
fetish priests. After they see that 
this doesn’t help, then they some- 
times bring them to us. By this 
time, it is often too late to help 
them, however.” 


NEGATIVE ATTITUDE 


In addition to the problems of 
inadequate hospital facilities for 
the mentally ill and the lack of 
trained doctors and nurses, one 
other major difficulty consist- 
ently confronts Dr. Forster. This 
is the negative attitude of em- 
ployers who are asked to take 
back employes who have been 
discharged from the hospital. 


In reply to a question about 
how the United States. might be 


able to help Ghana in the mental |. 


health field, Dr. Forster answered 
that most of all his country need- 
ed trained psychiatric personnel. 
Secondly, he said he wished a 
team of psychiatrists and social 
workers would come to Ghana 
from the U.S. and do a pilot sur- 
vey on the mental health needs of 
the country. 


The United States recently did 
come to the aid of the Accra 
Mental Hospital when the Amer- 
ican ambassador to Ghana, Fran- 
cis Russell, presented $5,000 worth 
of badly needed drugs to Dr. 
Forster. 


GIFT FROM AMERICA 


‘‘When we heard of a shortage 
of medicines for treatment of pa- 
tients at the mental hospital,” 
the ambassador said at the pre- 
sentation ceremony, ‘“‘we were 
very happy to be able to arrange 
for these drugs to be sent from 
the United States as a gift from 
the American people to their 
Ghanaian friends.” 


But the picture of a schizophre- 
nic man pathetically doing his 
best to comfort a frightened, men- 
tally retarded child makes one 
realize that there is still a great 
deal more to be done by all in 
the mental health field in Ghana. 


One fulltime Ghanaian and one 
Irish psychiatrist on temporary 
duty are just not enough for six 
million people,

Let Things Get Under Your Skin?

If you have always thought 
the saying, “pearls are for 
tears’’, meant that they bring 
sorrow into the life of the 
wearer, you’re wrong. Tears 
have been shed, all right, but 
by the oyster. When the pearl 
reaches the jeweler’s black vel- 
vet display case, the weeping 
and gnashing of teeth is all 
over: 


There is something about the 
sheen of pearls that does more 
for the feminine face than any 
other ornament. It is a wise

There are many kinds of 
pearls. The natural pearl is 
created by a sick, lonely but 
hopeful oyster all by itself in 
a stalwart effort to survive 
pain. Pearl divers turn up one 
natural pearl in every thousand 
shells. The stronger oyster pro- 
duces the better .pearl, so you 
see, even in the oyster world 
the weak are in the majority. 


There is the baroque pearl, 
natural enough, but less valu- 
able than its symmetrical sis- 
ters since its nucleus is some 
uneven fragment of wood or 
rough matter, causing the pearl 
to be formed irregularly. Then 
there are pink pearls, black 
pearls, river pearls, cultured 
pearls. 


‘Cultured’ is a refined word 
to cover a dastardly deed. It 
means the oyster was caught, 
caged and tortured. But whether 
cultured or natural, the pearl 
of great price and most worth 
is the perfect sphere or pear- 
shape, delicate of texture with- 
out speck or flaw, almost white 
in color and with a soft, irides- 
cent sheen. Such pearls cost the 
oyster more, too, since they 
must have remained loose in 
his muscle fiber and _ soft 
tissues. 


The substance of the pearl is 
essentially the same as the

mother-of-pearl which lines 
many shells, but refined and 
deposited in thin layers by the 
pathological processes of the 
oyster invaded by an irritating 
stranger in its midst. 


Cultured pearls are only 
‘natural’ from the skin out, and 
that skin averages three to 
four-tenths of a millimetre in 
thickness. But never doubt the 
things that even what sounds 
like a shallow luster can do for 
your skin. Next to falling wildly 
in love, nothing else quite 
equals the magic of pearls. 


Especially, then, if romance 
has turned its back on you for 
the moment, you deserve 
pearls. 


The experience of pear! fish- 
ers show that it is the gnarled, 
stunted, abnormally shaped 
oyster shell . the one 
honeycombed by boring para- 
sites which contains the finest 
pearls. As a working girl, you 
know about troubles like these. 
Think of all the tax money be- 
ing wrenched from you and 
you'll begin to understand the 
painful dilemma of the pearl 
oyster. 


Even if you cannot think of 
buying until after April 15, you 
owe yourself a pearl tour. It 
is the least you can do for 
yourself and that forgotten, 
anonymous, lonely, suffering 
mollusk for it is not only oysters 
who are afflicted by things 
which get under their skin!

Soft and fluffy, a delectable 
lamb cake will crown: the table 
at Mr. and Mrs. Olin McDan- 
iel's of 3340 Thornwood Drive, 
NE, this Faster just as it has 
in the past. 


“Several years ago,” said 
Jean McDaniel, ‘‘my son in- 
sisted that we should have a 
lamb cake for Easter, after 
seeing one in a bakery." Since 
Mrs. McDaniel is interested in 
cake decorating, she located 
the lamb cake molds in a de 
partment store. 


SEVERAL MOLDS 

There are several kinds of 
molds. The cast-iron and cast- 
aluminum molds are the most 
expensive and the best, but the 
light sheet - aluminum forms 
cost less and are perfectly 
satisfactory for home use. 


Jean bakes a favorite pound 
cake in the lamb mold. “After 
I pour the batter into the 
mold,” she explained, ‘‘I like to 
let it set for 15 or 20 minutes 
before baking. If I use a cake 
recipe that calls for baking 
powder, the baked product tends 
to have a heavy texture.” 


If you don't have a lamb 
mold for baking the cake and 
don't want to buy it, several 
friends or neighbors could share 
a mold. It takes only a short 
time to prepare and bake the 
cake.

There's some interesting his- 
tory behind the lamb cake. On 
Green Thursday, the Thursday 
before Easter, Czechoslovakia 
peasants bake the lamb cake 
for Easter. 


Green Thursday is important, 
for on this holy day when our 
Lord traditionally washed the 
disciples’ feet, humble people 
in many places still cling to 
time-honored customs and an- 
cient folk beliefs. 


In Czechoslovakia the cake 
is referred to as Beranek. The 
cake symbolizes the Lamb of 
God. To add a touch of realism, 
the housewife often knots a blue 
satin ribbon with a small bell 
around the pastry creature's 
neck and ties it in a bow be- 
neath the chin. 


CAKE IN BASKET 


The Lamb Cake along with 
painted Easter eggs are car- 
ried in baskets to church for 
the priest's blessing. Later, 
everyone hurries home to par- 
take of the many delicacies 
Lent has denied them.

Let cool 5 minutes before re- 
moving from pan. Take off 
back side first. Then loosen 
cake from sides and remove 
carefully. Set lamb upright on 
cake rack until cool. Spread 
frosting over cake and sprinkle 
over with grated coconut. Use 
raisins, coconuts or jellybeans 
for eves and mouth. Tie a 
satin ribbon with a ball around 
neck. 


“My frosting is so easy and 
foolproof that I hope others will 
try it,” stated Jean. “My 
mother taught me how @ make 
it and I enjoy frosting my 
cakes with it.”
